J. Bilsborrow Killed Near 
Port Townsend; Capt. J. A. 
Adams Rescued 

PORT TOWNSEND, Wasn. 
(API—Capt Joseph A. Adams, 
United States Marine Corps re¬ 
serve pilot, who escaped from a 
burning plane two mile* off this 
port Sunday, ''ascribed today the 
tragedy which took the life of his 
companion, John Bilsborrow, 27, 
Saattle bank clerk and technical 
sergeant In the Marine Corpe re 
aerve. 

Capt. Adams narrowly escaped 
death by jumping from an alti¬ 
tude of only 900 Feet. The plane 
exploded a second later. A tug¬ 
boat rescued the officer from 
Puget Sound within 20 minutes. 

Blllsborrow hsd bailed out on 
an order from Capt. Adams, but 
his parachute opened before he 
was dear of the ship, pulling him 
through the tall struts and ap¬ 
parently knocking him uncon¬ 
scious.

Capt. Adams said the plane 
suddenly burst into flames as 
they were cruising at an altitude 
of 2,300 leet with two other ships 
on a training flight. 

“The whole ship teemed to be 
on fire," he said. “I shut off the 
motor and told Bilsborrow to 
jump. I heatd a thump at the 
tall of the ship, but a moment 
later saw the parachute descend- 
Ing. 

"I turned on the automatic fire 
extinguisher, while gliding In a 
circle to come back to the ap¬ 
proximate place where Bllabor- 
row would come down on the 
water. The fire aubelded, hut it 
broke out again, so I climbed out 
on the wing and jumped. The 
plane nosed into the water and 
exploded as It hit the waves.” 

BUsborrow'a body has not yet 
been recovered. 


Ail Aids Science Can Give 
Will Be Used, Convention 
Is Told 

VANCOUVER (CP)—Dr. J. F. 
Walker. Deputy Minas Minister 
of British Columbia, said here to¬ 
day the old-time prospector Sad 
outlived his usefulness In parts 
of the Pacific Coast province, and 
that scientific equipment would 
have to take hia place In the dis¬ 
covery of metal deposits.. 

Dr. Walker was speaking at 
opening business aeaalona of the 
joint convention of Uie Canadian 
Institute of Mining knd Metal¬ 
lurgy and the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical En¬ 
gineers. 

He said the fact that new metal 
discoveries had been made-tn re¬ 
cent yean did not mean opportun¬ 
ity for finding new deposits 
were lets than In tha early days 
of the province. 

“It simply means tha pro*pee¬ 
lers who came in great numben 
to British Columbia from the 
United States and than laft for 
other fields have not been auc- 
ceeded by as large and active a 
body aa has been necessary to 
maintain a reasonable number of 
new discoveries in British Colum¬ 
bia," he suggested. 

SCENES CHANGE 

"Also, it means that the day of 
(ha old-time prospector la largely 
over In certain sections of this 
province. The old-timer did a 
good job, and discovered in certain 
sections practically every outcrop. 

"But the day has come now in 
parts of British Columbia, as it 
has in the western United States, 
whan new discoveries will be de¬ 
pendent on the scientific prospec¬ 
tor equipped with every aid that 
capital and scientific development 
can place at hla command." 

Dr. Walker aald 79 per cent of 
British Columbia's area was “not 
unfavorable" to mineral discov¬ 
eries. He said If did not follow 
that minerals would be discovered 
In all that area, but "there la 
ample opportunity for Intelligent 
exploration." 

He laid statistics of hla depart¬ 
ment showed the Pacific Coast 
province had "sufficient variety 
of mine products to meet chang¬ 
ing world conditions and maintain 
what may ba considered a long¬ 
time average production of more 
than 190,000,000 per annum.” 

B.C. PRODUCTION 

While It was too early In the 
year to make a definite estimate, 
he aald British Columbia's gross 
mineral production value for 1937 
would probably be *70,000,000— 
an all-tlms record for the prov¬ 
ince. 

(The previous high mark waa 
reached in 1929 with *86,000,000.) 

Comparing production this year 
with that of 1929, Dr. Walker es¬ 
timated: 

Gold production, due to appre¬ 
ciation In price, had forged 
rapidly ahead lo reach a figure 
comparable with that of copper 
in 1929—*18,000,000. 

Copper, formerly most Impor¬ 
tant mineral, had dropped back 
In volume and value to about one- 
third of that figure. 

LEAD, ZINC UP 

Lead production will probably 
jump 40 per cent in value over 
1929 figures, to *20.000,000. 

Production of line will jump 90 
per oeot la volume and value to 
an all time record of 113,000.000. 

Dr. Walker said British Colum¬ 
bia might shortly become a pro¬ 
ducer of nickel “In a small way," 
If experimental work in Japan on 
concentrates from the province 
were successful; and that de¬ 
velopment would perhaps take 
place on "some of the deposits of 
the minerals used In the manu¬ 
facture of ferro-alloys.

"However, the Admiralty pro¬ 
gramme has had the effect of 
causing costa to rise, and the esti¬ 
mates of the new vessels far ex¬ 
ceed the figure computed in June, 
1936, and even that arrived at in 
June of this year.

"Whatever our individual con¬ 
victions may be about the ques¬ 
tion of relief, no fair-minded 
citizen can dispute the need for 
generous treatment of the set 
tiers of the dried-out lands of the 
prairies."

Dioxide Fumes 

OTTAWA (CP)—For the sec¬ 
ond time since the Trail Smelter 
arbitration tribunal opened 
Ottawa healings. Canadian coun¬ 
sel were upheld today in efforts 
to Introduce evidence on sulphur 
dioxide conditions at points other 
than Trail, B.C., and adjacent 
United States territory. 

United States counsel protested 
Saturday that Inquiries should 
be restricted to Trail and vicin¬ 
ity where residents of Stevens 
County. Washington, are claim¬ 
ing smelter fumes containing 
sulphur caused $2,200,000 dam¬ 
age to vegetation since January, 
1932. 

Jan F. Hostie. chairman of the 
tribunal ruled today, after a con* 
ference with his two associates, 
that evidence could be introduced 
covering atmospheric conditions 
in Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, SU 
Louis, Washington, D.C., and De¬ 
troit. as desired by W. N. Tilley, 
K.C., chief Canadian counsel
